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FRANCE REPLIES 
REGARDING NOTE 
ON JAP MANDATE 


Interpreted As Acceptance 


of Principles Outlined , 


By U. S. 


In Which She Surrenders 


None of Overseas 


Rights. 


Washington, April 14.—France's reply 


to Secretary Hughes' note of April 4 
regarding the Japanese mandate over 
the Pacific island of Yap is interpreted 
in official circles here as tantamount to 
acceptance of the principle laid down by 
the American 
government. that 
the 


United States has surrendered none of 
its rights in the former German over- 
seas possessions. 


The text of the French note,' which is 


in the 'form of a preliminary reply, was 
made public today both in Washington 
and Paris. 
It is .signed 
by Premier 


Briand who gives assurance that a rep- 
resentative of the French government 
will place before the supreme council 
at its next meeting the question of Yap 
with the "greatest desire to find a so- 
lution which will give every satisfaction 
tokhe United States." 


Premier Briand said that his govern- 


ment has already done all in its power 
to lend its aid to the American govern- 
ment in this matter." 
Reference is 


made to the French note of last Feb- 
ruary 18 which pointed out that while 
the decision of the supreme council of 
May 7,1919, made n<^ reservation con- 
cerning the mandate's 
attributed 
to 


Japan over the islands of the northern 
Pacific, President Wilson and Secretary 
Lansing had formulated in the course 
of a meeting in the presence of the 
representative of the Japanese "categor- 
ical reservation concerning the island 
of Yap." and that the Japanese repre- 
sentative had not objected. 


The full text of the French reply as 


received by the state department does 
not differ materially from that given 
out in Paris.

that when the question comes 
before 


the supreme council the representatives 
of Franco will approach the question 
•with the most ardent desire to find a

Your excellency knows that al- 
ready the government of the Republic 
has done all that depended upon it to 
give ts aid in this 
question to 
the 


American government. 


"By the note of February IS, after 


having noted that the decision of May 
7, 1919. carried with it no restriction 
concerning the attribution to Japan of 
a mandate for the slands of the north- 
ern Pacific, my department explained 
to your embassy that, however. Pres-

"That note was the same day com- 


municated to the Japanese embassy in 
Paris, and your excellency was kind 
enough to express to my department a, 
lively satisfaction with the same, and 
to give assurance that it would be par- 
ticularly appreciated in Washington.

Washington, April 14.—With predic- 


tions of almost solid Democratic oppo- 
sition ,the emergency tariff and anti 
dumping bill was slated for general de- 
bate in the house today under the pro- 
gram contemplating a final vote on the 
measure before adjournment tomorrow. 
House Democrats were bound by caucus 
action yesterday to stand unreservedly 
against the measure and Representative 
Kitchin, minority leader, in a statement 
bitterly assailing the Republican tem- 
porary tariff program, predicted that 
"less than a dozen democratic votes will 
be cast for the Young bill." 


Expressing the view of minority mem- 


bers of the ways and means committee, 
which formerly reported the emergency 
bill yesterday, Representative Kitchin 
in his statement declared the Republicans 
were tossing into the lap of "three great 
trusts, the packers, the sugar trust and 
the woolen trust, $775,000,000 a year." 
The minority leader also asserted the 
terms of the anti-dumping provision 
would operate to disbar future trade 
with the central powers and smaller 
European states. 


Debate on the Colombian treaty con- 


tinued to occupy the senate today with 
Senator Pomerene, Democrat, Ohio, pre- 
pared to speak in favor of ratification 
as was Senator Knox, Republican, Penn- 
sylvania, should time permit before ad- 
jounrment, Ratification was opposed in 
a discussion yesterday by Senator Kel- 
logg, Republican, Minnesota, who de- 
clared it would cast a "shadow on the 
brightest page of the history of Ameri- 
can accomplishments."

ASSURING PROMISES 


Rome, April 14.—Cardinal Casparri, 


papal secretary of state, has made an 
appeal to Mustapha Kemal Pasha, head 
of the Turkish Nationalist government 
at Angora, in behalf of Christians in- 
habiting countries under Turkish rule. 


"In the name of the supreme pon- 


tiff," said the telegram sent to Angora 
by the cardinal, "I have the honor to 
make an appeal to your noble senti- 
ments of humanity, imploring you to 
give at the earliest moment possible, 
the necessary orders to insure respect 
of the lives and property of Christians 
in the Caucausias, 
Asia 
Minor 
and 


Anatolia. 


"After the suffering humanity has 


undergone, it is to be hoped the voice 
of clemency and pity may 
be 
heard 


everywhere." 


Mustpha Kemal answered the card- 


inal's telegram in the most deferential 
terms, assuring his that "the safety 
and welfare of the inhabitants of this 
country, 
irrespective of race and re- 


ligion, is the supreme duty commanded 
by my humanitarian sentiments, as well 
as ,by the Moslem religion." 


He added he 
had 
already adopted 


measures to insure complete tranquil- 
ity to all Christians within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Angora government.

SAYS JUSSERAND 


NOT INFORMED 


Base Comment On Extracts 


From President Hard- 


ing's Message. 


Unusual Feature Is Absence 


of English Newspaper 


Discussion. 


Par-is, April 14.—The text of President 


Harding's message had not yet reached 
Paris this morning and the newspapers 
based their comment on extracts from 
the message thus 1'ar received. 
Some 


of the commentators, notably those of 
L'Homme Libre, and the- Gaulois, criti- 
cized the lack of Information possessed 
by France on the slate of affairs in 
Washington. 


The Cablegramme, a new daily repre- 


senting 
important business 
interests 


said: 


"M. .Tusserand was not kepi informed 


as to what was going on at the White 
House and in the lobbies of the senate. 
Under the pretext of not wanting to 
offend American opinion, he has dis- 
couraged all initiative to promote our 
interests and has left us recently in pro- 
dugious ignorance of things over there. 
It pains us that we must speak thus 
of such a man as M. Jusserand, but we 
are at a i>oint where successes in the 
past cannot compensate for failure in 
the present." 


The text of Mr. Harding's message 


had not reached Paris last night, and 
most of today's papers contented them- 
selves with presenting such extracts 
as had been cabled to this city. 
Edi- 


tirial comment continued to interpret 
the message as, on the whole, favor- 
able to France. 


Under the caption: 
"President 
Harding's 
good sense," 


the Figaro said: 


"President Harding seems to have de- 


cided upon insisting in both America 
and Europe upon the policy of good 
senre. 
Nothing could be happier for 


France, 
whose interests iiave always 


suffered from fanciful ideas on general, 
and Wilsonism in particular. 
President 


Wilson did not take into account the 
facts. His views had always to prevail, 
notwithstanding realities." 


Writing in the same vain, Pertanax, 


political editor of the Echo de Paris, 
said: 


"The clear, recisive language of Mr. 


Harding renders us a real service." 


The Communist Humanite said: 
"Mr. Harding's message reminds us 


that the imernatiorvile alone can pacify 
the world." 


ENGLISH NEWSPAPERS 


REMAINING SILENT 


London, April 14.—The most striking 


feature in connection with the news- 
paper comment on the message of Pres- 
ident Harding', is the absence of any 
expression of an opinion by most lead- 
ing journals of Creat Britain. 
Only 


two of 
the big London 
newspapers, 


namely the Morning Post and the Daily 
Chronicle, have thus far ventured to 
give the message editorial consideration, 
while the Manchester Guardinan, which 
is regarded 
as the 
most 
influential 


among the provincial journals is re- 
maining silent. 


The reason for this, it is pointed out. 


may be traced back to the editorials 
written at the time of the American 
election. 
Many of the most prominent 


newspapers in this country expressed 
at that time keen disappointment over 
what they characterized as President 
Harding's policy of seclusion. Now they 
are pursuing the course of saying noth- 
ing which might cause offense to the 
United States. 
The note of caution 


against the writing or speaking of pro- 
vocative languages is constantly being 
sounded throughout the country.

London, April 14.—A conference held 


this morning between Mr. Lloyd George 
the prime minister, and a. delegation of 
officials of the triple alliance which hat 
called a strike for Friday night in sup- 
port of the striking miners was con- 
cluded within two hours without any 
progress apparently having been made 
toward an adjustment of the grave 
labor situation. 
It was reported from

statement, appealing 


to the railway men and transport work- 
ers who with the miners make- up the 
triple alliance, asking them to exercise 
restraint an^l not precipitate a crisis. 


This plea however, does not appear to

cculd see no prospect for the reopening 
of negotiations for an adjustment of 
the strike situation. 


On the government side it was said

GERMANS DO NOT WANT 


SHIPS NAMED AFTER HEROES 


Berlin.—Workmen engaged in con- 


struction of ships in several German 
seaports have petitioned the German 
government to abandoned the policy 
of naming new ships after famous gen-. 
erals in the war or men who won re- 
nown for military service before the 
war. The petition says the principles 
of democracy are undermined, by such 
"glorification of military characters" 
and that such procedure ill-becomes the 
servants of the new republic. 
The 


unions have threatened to quit work 
unless the practice ceases. 


It was this feeling which caused 


workmen recently to stop the launch- 
ing of the 12,000 ton ship "Tirpitz," 
named after the German admiral. Pro- 
test also was made against the launch- 
ing of the "Ludendorff" and the "Hln- 
denburg" although the former Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg still enjoy* 
some popularity with the union work- 
men employed in the sea trades. 


The dockworkers and shipyard work- 


ers union generally are bitterly anti- 
militarist and take advantage of every 
opportunity to demonstrate their ft!-' 
legiance to the principle of democratic 
government. 
They have frequently 


stopped them altogether by strikes in- 
volving "political questions."
